The stated total of aircraft results from the observation of the 
varying numbers of aircraft assigned to the individual units reported 
since mid-February 1950 * The comparatively large number of planes 
assigned to one regiment can probably be attributed to the fact that 
the regiments which are being equipped with Jet planes are provided 
with aircraft in excess of the authorized T/E strength » 

According to the above list, the filter units of the 24th Air Army 
arc equipped with at least 735 aircraft, not including two regiments 
of the Peenemuende division. It must be taken into consideration that 
not all of the aircraft assigned to the fighter regiments were observed. 
The total strength of the fighter units, therefore, is estimated at 
about 900 planep * 

Generally, it cannot be ascertained whether the aircraft are Jet planes 
or conventional fighters* A counting of the jet planes is, therefore, 
not possible. Only occasionally are individual planes reported 
landing at a speed of 250 to 230 kmA« From this speed it is assumed 
that jet planes are concerned.
